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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment filed on 3 March 201 0 has been accepted and entered. 

Drawings 

2. The drawing (Fig. 3) was received on 3 March 2010. This drawing is accepted. 

3. With respect to the objection to Figures 1 , 2, and 4 for the figures being grainy 
and containing handwritten text, this objection has not been overcome, as the 
submission on 24 September 2009 was not entered, as the drawings were not correctly 
labeled "Replacement Sheet". 

4. The drawings are objected to because the currently entered drawings (filed 1 
October 2004) are dark, grainy, and include handwritten and/or unclear reference 
numerals. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required 
in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures.

75 and 76 are allowable for reasons of record as set forth by the examiner in the 
communication mailed on 24 June 2009. 
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Claim 24 is allowable for reasons of record as set forth by the applicant in 
the communication filed 3 March 2010, with specific regard to the prior art failing 
to show the claimed infrared light source or sources (page 12).
